“no write ups or discipli- 
nary actions.” 

Moore said Kneuve, 
went to the director of 
nursing's office, Julia 
Turner and reported that 
Moore had threatened 
her. Moore said she also 
requested a hearing sev- 
eral times but was denied. 

At the end of the day, 
December 29, she was 
summoned to Turner's 
office and dismissed.

President Reagan deserves high’ 
marks for flexibility in his proposal to 
negotiate a reduction in nuclear arma- 
ments with the Russians. He came to 
office with trard-line views on the sub- 
ject, scrapping the SALT Two Treaty 
and engaging ina war of words with his 
counterparts in Moscow, 

The tough talk, along with an 
unprecedented arms buildup plan, just 
served to heighten international ten- 
sions. It scared Europeans to the point 
where a relatively dormant nuclear dis- 

sjument movement revived and sud- 
denly swept the continent. 

Here at home the same reaction was 
triggered. Loose talk about a nuclear 
war being “winnable’ and absurd plans 
to evacuate entire cities in a crisis 
spurred activism for an international 
agreement even among many whoshare 
the President's hard-line views.

Your complete credit record is kept at one or 
more credit bureaus in your area. Contrary to 
popular belief, credit bureaus do not collect 
subjective information about your religion, 
politics, health, etc. They merely collect credit 
datat transaction by transaction, from retail 
stores, banks, finance companiesand the like. 
They then supply this information, on a confi- 
cential basis, to authorized persons on 
request 

Creditors, you should know, are not the only 
ones entitled to request your file. Employers 
often-review credit fites-as part of hiring deci- 
sions. For better or for. worse, your credit 
record is viewed as a reflection of your 
character. 

Setting It Straight: Since credit. bureaus 
handle a huge volume of data, errors do occur. 
Fortunately, you have the right to examine 
your file. ‘You can do this without charge 
within 30 days of being denied credit. At other 
tinfes there will be a small fee. 

How often should you examine your file? 
Whenever you have reason to believe that the 
record may be inaccurate. For example, if you 
are turned down: for credit, always ask why.

And if your creditor does not 
follow proper procedure, contact the Federab 
Trade Commission in Washington or a 
regional FTC office for advice on your rightss 

Remember, your credit record is adynamid , 
and changing picture. By keeping it in cons 
stant check, you should find creditors eager t 
offer you the convenience, flexibility and lev 
erage of liberal credit opportunities.

Commemoration was held 
in the office af Gov. James 
A. Rhodes. In Jewish set- 
tlements, worldwide, six 
candles were lighted in 
memory of the six million 
European Jews who were 
systematically, brutally 
destroyed by Nazis before 
and during World War Ii. 

In Columbus, the, sym- 

lic gesture of lighting the 

indies was done by six of 

e 3,000 Holocaust survi- 

rs that settled in Ohio; 
“fa fill their lives with 
dignity.” 

The invocation was given 
by Rabbi Louis Engelberg, 
co-chairman, Orthodox 
Rabbinical Council of 
Cleveland. Remarks were 
made by Ohio Sens. Stan- 
ley J.Aronoff and Ben M. 
Skall. Lee |.Fisher, repre- 
sentative, Cleveland, pre-

sided over the memorial 
program. Songs in Hebrew 
and English were sung by 
middie school students 
from Agnon School, 
Beachwood, Ohio. 

Little reference was 
made to Yamit or the Sinai 
evacuation currently in 
process in Israel, yet the 
awareness of a continued 
harassment of a proud 
people must have been 
present in the minds of the 
audience. - 

Rabbi Abraham Feffer, 
Beth El Congregation, 
Akron spoke on the 
Holocaust: 

“People of many coun- 
tries and many faiths say 
‘why do we remember? 
Why not let bygones be 
bygones? Why the Jewish 


vendetta? Our Torah 


reminds us to remember 
and not to forget. Without a 
memory we reduce our- 


selves to raw instincis. 


Those who want to forget 
the past or to escape it are 
doomed to relive it. No one 
in his right mind would 
wish this to happen. Could 
there be any punishment? 
That is why we remember, 
we want to be more fully 
human, certainly more fully 
Jewish!" 

The Rabbi referred to the 
Nazis purported increased . 
activities within this coun- 
try. He feels that they are 
being assisted by the 
Palestinian Liberal Organi- 
zation (PLO). 

He, as a survivor of the 
Holocaust, remembers his 
first view of electric lights. 
His family was sent_to 
Auschwitz, a city in 
Southwest Poland, used as 
an extermination center by 
the Nazis. They were told it 
was neutral Switzerland. 
As they descended from 
the packed “boxcar” they

Ageless Mound Ace Paige 
succumbs To Heart Attack 


always debatable among 
some sports writers and 
fans, his performance on 
the baseball diamond dur- 
ing four decades of pitch- 
ing made him a legend in 
his time. 

In 1948, when the 
Cleveland Indians were 
struggling to win the 
American League pen- 
nant, general manager 
Bill Veeck was told by the 
late Abe Saperstein, 
owner. of the Harlem 
Globetrotters, that Paige 
could help the Indians. 

Veeck invited Satchel 
to the Cleveland Stadium 
for a tryout with the Indi- 
ans. With manager Lou 
Boudreau, Hank Green- 
berg and Veeck watching, 
Paige went into his act. 
He threw 46 strikes out of 
the 50 balls he threw with 
Boudreau at the bat. They 
were convinced that 
Paige could help the Indi- 
ans and he was hired. 

Before Paige had 
pitched the first ball for 
Cleveland, the critics 
were on Veeck. One wri- 
ter accused him of pulling 

‘a publicity stunt in hiring 
the ‘superannuated 
he 

“To bring in a pitching 
‘rookie’ of Paige’ age is to 
demean the standards of 
baseball in the big cir- 
cuits.” In the opinion of 
this writer, Paige was too 
old to be a major league 
rookie at 41. 

It is history now but 
Paige did help the Indians 
to their_tirst American 


Indians on July 9, 1948, 
he’ pitched \in'24:games' 
and'won'sixiand lost:only 
ane. Cleveland-finished in 
a tie with Boston Red Sox 
for the pennant. The Indi- 
ans won the playoff 
against the Red Sox and 
wenton to win World Ser- 
ies by beating the Boston 
Braves in six games. 

The first complete 
game Paige pitched for 
the Indians occurred on 
Aug. 13, 1948 at Comis- 
key Park against the 
White Sox. A record. 
breaking crowd of 51,013 


a 


saw the ageless wonder 
shutout the White Sox 5- 
0. A few weeks later, 
Paige again defeated 
Chicago 1-0 in Cleveland 
before another record 


‘breaking night crowd of 


78,383. 

Satchel was only four 
and seven with the Indi- 
ans in 1949. He returned 
to barnstorming fora year 
after Cleveland released 
him. In 1951 Veeck, who 
had moved over to the St. 
Louis Browns again hired 
Paige. His best year with 
the Browhs was in 1952 
when he won 12 games 
and lost 10. 


After his tour of duty 


with the Browns, Paige 
played for Miami in the 
International League, 
Portland in the Pacific 
League and made several 
barnstorming trips with 
the Indianapolis Clowns 
and any other team who 
would hire him. 

As far as the records 
can ascertain, Paige 
began his professional 
career with the Chatta- 
nooga Lookouts in 1926. 
Later in 1932 when he 
joined the Pittsburgh 


_Crawfords, he played — 


with such stalwarts as 
Josh Gibson, Oscar Cha- 
rleston, Cool Papa Beil, 
Judy Johnson, Jimmie 
Crutchfield and Ted 
Radcliffe. 

After the Dean broth- 
ers, Dizzy and Paul, led 
the St. Louis Cardinals to 
the World Series title 
against the Detroit Tigers,

One of the most fre- 


‘quent stories told about 


the barnstorming games 
against the Dean brothers 
occurred in Columbus, 
Ohio. Paige deliberately 
walked three batters on 
12 pitched balis. With the 
bases loaded, he struck 
out the next three batters 
on nine straight strikes. 
Following-World War Il, 
in-1946 Satchel continued 
his barnstorming tours 
against Bob Feller and his 
big league all-stars which 
consisted of such players 
as Mickey Vernon, Ken 
Keltner, Rollie Hemsley, 
Phil Rizzuto, Joe Di Mag- 
gio and many others. 
Before Satchel arrived 


at Cleveland, he had been . 


well knowrand respected 
by the big leaguers. The 
Cleveland writers soon 
discovered that Paige was 
a great player for copy.

Paige's performance was 
made by the late Dizzy 
Dean when he said, “| 
know who's the best 
pitcher | ever saw and it's 
old Satchel Paige.” 

Baseball Commission- 
er Bowie Kuhn added his 
accolades to the perfor- 
mance of Paige when he 
said, “Satchel Paige was 
unique, it's too bad major 
league fans never had a 
chance to see him in his 
prime, for he was one of 
the greatest pitchers of all 
time.”
